A AAT EPIC. 

,c [From tho X. V, TIiulu.) 

An inoult offered to a British hat- 
' is Bomothing like a liberty taken with 
a Ohinaman's pig-tail— a thing socri- 
- . ]«gi9P inexpiable. A highly- 
' dfifeipniiOTi and forbearing Britou 
might forgive tho most concise and 
sucoinct calcitralioii agiiiust the basis 
of his person, affront to his hat would 
ratikle thWagh his leugth-of days and 
abide with oullen coutiuuanco in his 
ashes. It is his primary emblem of 
respectability, his umbrella being the 
next in rank", followed rather closely 
by the muttou-chop' whisker— a tre- 
ble insignia which constitute the out- 
ward indices of his worth. It is there- 
fore not at all surprising that tho furi- 
ous action of Mr Algernon Chnrlos 
Swinburne tho other night, in dis- 
persing about the hall ofthe Arts Club 
the hats of its members, and dancing 
the wildest of wat-dances, Hula- 
Hulas, carambolados rigadoous oachu- 
cas and cracoyiouuo quicksteps upon 
the same should have led to his 
immediate extrusion from tho club 
and to a great deal of conversation in 
select artistic, literary,, and hat 
circles. Mr. Swinburne's reason for 
this radical proceeding seems to have 
been that he could not find his own 
hat and that none of tho rest fitted 
his ideal development. Ho there- 
upon expressed hia scorn of tho heads 
they did fit, by trampling them out of 
all fitness ■ for any; heads whatso- 
ever, and leaving them a mere chaos 
of collapsed cyliudora useful to no 
mortal. It is not pleasant to contem- 
plate tho line genius which built tho 
lofty rhyme of " Atalanta in Calydou," 
addressed to a frenzy so unworthy of 
it, but from the ancient of days the 
ways of divine gifted poots havs been 
past all liudiug out. Perhaps he 
meditates a hat epic, in which that 
garment shall figure as conspicuously 
as does the helmet in his recent poem 
/pf; •*?Ereptheu8." In such caee he 
■wbnld,' of coarse, not content himself 
■ . ,with a more wayside study of hats, 
" nor would it sullico to stand all day at 
a busy corner and knock off tho stove- 
pipes and wideawakes of the by- pas- 
sers into tho mud. In the latter mode, 
' supposing his variety of experiment 
to induce him to change tho form of 
his poem, ho might get some lively 
hints to work into his chorus or float 
as the under burden of his stroj^hes 
and autistrophes. But these would 
be, after all only superficial methods 
of getting at the heart of the subject, 
and it is just possible, so obstinate is 
tho British superstition in regard to 
tho hat, that the pope mi^ht got 
punched out of time and alllatus in 
the process. It was far better to 
launch himself, upon a hecatomb of 
irresponsive and unresisting beavers 
which were not at the moment defend- 
ed by their owners. He Hooms to 
have gotten through tho exploit very 
handsomely and without other oatas 
, ^aph,e tinan, Y^igfivibBeqaent expulsion 
'-from'th^sooiet^. Another solution of 
the occurrence is afforded by the state- 
ment that Mr. Swinburne diversilioH 
his worship at the shrine of V( nus, of 
which ho has sung tho doliglits in lof- 
ty and unhesitating verso, by occa- 
sional pious attentiqns to the wine-bag 
of Bacchus. "Wine is yet the same 
J . mocker which tho Bible proclaimed it, 
^ and when it uiouutH and mutinies in a 
poet's brain no ensuing consequence 
can properly bo pronounced surpris- 
ing. If after his libations, Mr. Swin- 
burne, light-footed as swift Camilla, 
skipping airily from «aoh to each, had 
danced a jig on tho bald lieads of tlio 
astonishing old gontluiiioii in tho whist- 
room, it might indeed have been as- 
tonished to them, but it would hardly 
have been so to any unprejudiced and 
dispAB^^onate mortal, 'I'lio bald-head- 
ed and unimaginative majority, indif- 
ferent to the true interest of poetic art, 
■would have got sliuiiipuood, ancl 
thou proceeded to turn him out of tho 
club, of course, us they have now done, 
but there are a good many people so 
entra;aced with his veiso that thoy 
would defend him uvon if ho had in- 
sisted on having tho bald heads aforo- 
Oftid cut off to play at nino-pins witJi. 
The head or hat of tho average iJritish 
Fbilistioo or even of the average mem- 
ber of the Arts Club is of such little 
import in tho tides of time, that zeal- 
ous lovers of pootry would doom them 
distinguished by surrender to the cap- 
rice of a bard illustrious.

— "1 hi'.vo had numerous inqoiries re- 
specting the causes which led to tho 
fearful depravity of tho unhappy man 
AVainright, and in answer to theso I 
cannot do better than quote tho fol- 
lowing words from a gentleman who 
sent a remittance: — 'Henry Wainright 
was, up to a certain time, a truthful, 
industrious, clever, and honest man. 
The moral of his downfall is hidden, 
and as 1 know it well (having known 
all tho parties engngotl for tho last 
twenty years), I am anxious that tho 
causes which led him from being a 
good citizen to be an atrocious crimi- 
nal should bo known as a warning to 
others. It was not a love of theatres, 
lecture halls, or^eveu the companj* of 
ballet-girls that first led him to crime; 
his ruin was acooiqpUshe^ b€Q(ore asso- 
ciating witti theAi. ' He gbt amongst a 
clique of card-players and a set ot pub- 
lic-house politicians, by whom, not 
only this unfortunate man, but many 
others have boon destroyed, ^^ight 
after night he was gambling with theso 
mon, much older than himself, and of 
course was unable to attend to his 
business. He was then making a clear 
profit of .£1200 a year; it soon fell off, 
and his habits and character dotex'ior- 
ated. The money, easily lost or won , 
brought on, aa itjever happens, a dis 
taste for patient gain, and absolute loss 
of power to settle to steady trade. 
Then came the association with dan- 
cers, tho revels and oxocesrios of 
which we heard at tho trial. Tho last 
time I saw him was at his own door. 
Ho had found out tricks of tho clique, 
and was denouncing one of the prin- 
cipal ones, whom he had detected 
cheating him by secreted cards Oh, 
how, changed he was frotn the oi)en, 
upright look of the once honest and 
truthful Wainwright!

ture him as the immediato instru- 
ment of tho foul act and deed.' ' I\lr. 
Condor adds: — 'From one of tho last 
letters Wainwright wrote I quote tho 
following, and commend the words to 
tho consideration of those who think 
it possible a poor wretch can be en- 
couraged to commit such a crime as 
Wainwright's to securo for tho child- 
ren tho pittance charity affords. Tho 
words are: — 'I feel now that when you 
left mo on Wednesday J had hardly 
said anything I wanted to say. Though 
full of burning thoughts, my heart 
was filled with such nn oppressive 
grief I could not toll you what I wish- 
ed. Cod bless you for your kindness; 
[ thank you above all for your kind- 
ness on behalf of my wife and child- 
ren; your act removed the load of 
grief which weighed down my sorrow- 
ing heart. Yes, it is a sorrowing brok- 
en heart, when I reflect what 1 was, 
what I might have been, and what I 
now am. I could hardly have sujjpos- 
ed that there was flo much goodness 
and forgivonosH in the world. I. truly 
thank the good, tho merciful God, that 
tho sins of tho father are not visited 
upon the children. May niiuo never 
know who their father was I Oh, my 
God! that I should ever have had to 
pen that sentence. I who loved thorn 
so, was so beloved by them. Wliy, 1 
have hoard ladies — mothers — say," al- 
most with envy, 'How tho ohilihen 
love him!' What must my foolings now 
be — what the agony of my heart? Par- 
don my thus troubling you. I cannot 
help it; I must toll you my griof, it 
relieves mo. Jly dear wife, poor soul, 
was with mo to-day. Sho saiil, 'J 
should not have minded this if you 
had boon a cruel husband to mo, bet 
yoii wore not.'

Ghilliwhaek 
Settlement is better oil' than it used to bo 
in years gone by, for the Ghilliwhaek river 
changed i's course and is creating quite a 
havoc on the Bumas. Eowia' modol 
bridge h'la been considerably damaged, 
and an old bridge opposite the Methodist 
parsomiga has been 8wt>pt away. It is 
gratifying to the advocates of luw-ballasl- 
ed-bridgcs that t!ie cxporimeiital one re- 
cently construotod has sto{)(l the test. The 
destruction to crops in tho SanmH settle- 
ment is something astounding. One far- 
mer lost about fifty acres of as £ood \yheat 
as could be seen in any country.

way, a great, though somewhat icono- 
clastic, reforiiior." 

The diHestablishnicnt movement in 
England, says tho 'ludopondont, 'grows 
and grows. A liberatiou society was 
organized aomo years ago, for tho 
purpose of agitating the question and 
onlightoiiing the public mind on the 
suVijccl. Two years a^o a Ri)eoial fund 
of ^^501), 000 was created, and tho work 
WHS curi'ied on a larger bciiIo. At the 
last annual ineetiiig, hold a few days 
ago, it was reported that i^early a 
thousand meetings hare been hold 
during tho past year, sonio three hun- 
dred more than in previous years.

Each of the 
ninety-four private boxes has on iinta- 
room to itself ;there are eight largo refresh., 
ment rooms, and twelve foyers for smok- 
ing, which overlook the gardens and the 
river. Moreover, there are dressing-rooms 
and bath-rooms, with six huudi'ediookera 
in the lowor vestibule, for the .especial 
use of patrons from the city, who may 
change their attire without going to their 
homes or clubs. The railway enters tbo 
buildiup, andthoro is to be likewise a 
subway irom the Houso of Parliament and 
.St. ytophen's Club. All tho lighting, both 
before and behind tho curtain, ,wi/l be by 
oleotricity; and the five bridges a'orossthe 
stage will, together with the other ma- 
chinery, bo worked by hydraulic power. 
The theatre will be warmod throughout 
by steam, which can bo shut off or fully 
turned on at pleasure; and iu tho heat of 
summer-time rotatory fans under thefloor 
of tho stalls will reduce the temperatore 
by us much, if necessary, aa ten''' degrees. 
The modol now on view is alike .sagges- 
tivo of archileotnral grandeur, and credit- 
able to tho ingenuity of the artist by whom 
tho rainuto jtarts havo been put together."
